SWEEPS THOUSANDS INTO 


ARMY OF GEN. KALEDINES

ONDON, Jan. 2.—The spirit of civil war is active 
in the Cossack territory and the entire population 
of the Don Valley has been mobilized, according 
to a Petrograd dispatch to the Times.

GREEKS PLEASED AT WILSON’S STAND.

ROME, Monday, Dec. 31.— 
wae reloiced when I learned 
that President Wilson declared 
war on Austria, because Amer- 
cas complete participation in 
the conflict means the arraying 
of the whole democracy of the 
world against the Central em- 
Pires, sald Eliphtherios Veni- 
zelos, Premier of Greece, to the 
Associated Press. “America 
brings not only a contribution 
of men, but financial forces and 
moral support. 

“I am convinced that any 
proposition of peace coming 
from the Central empires will 


increase President Wilson's 
skepticiam, making that great 
statesman even more cautious,” 
the Greek Premier added. 

M. Venizelos regards the re- 
peated and insistent pacifist at- 
tempts of the Central empires 
as a sign of weakness and their 
belief that final victory will be 
with the Entente Allies. 

The last German military at- 
tempt, according to the Greek 
Premier, painfully filed at the 
Piave, like at the Marne, is the 
line on which the second great 
phase of the European war will 
be decided against the Central 
Powers. 


RELIEF FROM COLD

ANTARCTIC RELIEF

It is underst 
the vessel sailed from Welling- 
ton, New Zealand, in June, with 
a crew of about twenty-two, 
and nothing has been heard 
from it since. Vessels sent out 
to search for it found only a 
life buoy marked “Aurora” and 
some wreckage. LjJoyd's recent- 
ly posted the Aurora as being 
considerably overdue. 


SNOW HALTS HUNS

FALLING WALLS TAKE TOLL. 

Falling floors and walls took toll 
of firemen and naval guards.

THREE SEPARATE EXPLOSIONS. 

They said, however, there had 
been three separate and distinct ex- 
plosions. The first was in a cloak 
and hat shop near the Monticello. 
The second was on the sixth floor of 
that hotel after the first fire was 
practically under control, and the 
third in the Lenox Building, which 
later was d yed. 

Guests from the Monticello who 
were forced to flee in the biting cold 
of the dawn after they had watched 
the theater burn were taken care of 
in near-by homes and hotels As 
building after building went down, 
with them an apartment-house, 
scores were made homeless and the 
National Guard Armory on City Hall 
avenue was thrown open to them. 
RED CROSS WORKERS GIVE AID. 

There, during the late day, Red 
Cross workers and other volunteers 
looked after them and also supplied 
coffee and sandwiches for the naval 
patrols and firemen who were forced 
fo seek rest from their work against 
the flames.

THOUSAND TURKS 
IN PALESTINE DRIVE. 


British Forces Continue Smash North of 
Holy City and Take Prisoners. 


ONDON, Jan. 1.—British forces 
in Palestine under command of 
Gen. Allenby have made fur- 
progress along the battle line 
north of Jerusalem, the British War 
Ol%ce announced today. More than 
a thousand Turks were killed and 
50 were taken prisoner. 

The statement follows: 

“Palestine: The British line has 
still further advanced north of 
Jerussiom. From Thursday to Sat- 
Urday, inclusive, we took prisoner

ICTORY IN 
HALF YEAR 


Hardest Period for 
Allies Ahead. 


Decisive Résults in Near Fu- 
ture Predicted by High 
Another Verdun for Germans 
if They Attack on the 
West Front. 


(sy A. PF. BIGHT WIRE.) 
N ATLANTIC PORT, Jan. 1.-— 
The Entente Allies are enter- 
ing the hardest period of the 
war, but a period which will prove 
richest in decisive results, “if we 
know how to play a good game, and 
ite ue will be decided in the next 
six months,” according to Capt. An- 
Gre Tardieu, French high commuis- 
sioner to the United States, who re- 
turned to this country today. He will 
go to Washington teomorrew. 

The commissioner first arrived 'n 
thie country last May. He returned 
to France in November and his gov- 
ernment decided to continue his of- 
ficial tithe for a period of six months. 

While Capt. Tardieu pointed to the 
possibility of a strong German at- 
tack on the western front during this 
Winter, he ie “absolutely confident 
that ft will be another Verdun,” be 
declared in a statement. 

BCONOMIC EFFORT VITAL 

The urgency of an enormous 
economic effort was emphasized by 
the French representative in this 
statement: 

“The battle is not only on the bat- 
thefeld. I have told the French. with 
complete frankness, what America 
expecta from them in the way of re- 
srictions and new sacrifices. I am 
coming back to explain here the 
necessary sacrifices that and 
her Allies are expecting from Amer- 
lon for victory.” 

Men, wheat, oil, ships and loco- 
motives are the things most needed 
and which America is able to give, 
Capt. Tardieu said. 

By way of tribute to Col. K. V. 
House, who headed the American 
mission to the inter-qliled war con- 
ference in Paris, Capt. Tardieu said: 

PRAISES COL. HOUSE. 

“Thanks to the presence of Col. 
House and his associates the inter- 
allied conference has done excellent 
work. It was necessary that the gov- 
ernment of the United States should 
aseert its will and ite capacity to 
take, in Europe, the part which be- 
longs to America in the direetion of 
the war.” 

“The French army has never been 
more magnificent,” the British army 
is “egdually superb” and “the Amor- 
Wan army is increasing day hy da 
Capt. Tardieu seid in speaking of 
the morale of the Allied forces. 

That he might retain his comm is- 
sionership to the United States Capt. 
Tardieu declined to accept a port- 
felio in Premier Clemenceau’s cab- 
inet.

The Santo, or the Basilica of St 
Anthony, where the body of St. An- 
theny of Padua is buried, lost its 
bronze doors and the sepulicher of 
St. Anthony was missed narrowly by 
a bomb. j 

Donatellos famous equestrian 
statue of Gen. Gattamelata, which 
standa im the square before the 
Santo, had been removed to a place 
of safety, but the base, also the work 
of Donatello, was damaged severely. 

Tho paintings and frescoes in the 
Sante by Titian and other masters 
were torn and scratched by the con- 
eussions. The rose windows and the 
Renaissance stained glass were shiv- 
ered to fragmenta. 

The building opposite the Santo, 
where the Guild of St. Anthony ‘e- 
sued leaflets to be sent throughout 
the world, was destroyed. 

A piligrimage to the sepulcher of 
St. Anthony was in progress when 
the bombe struck the Santo. The 
cathedral was struck above the gable 
facade, the entife gable and the ~ 
per part of the facade falling in the 
street. 

The raiders came at three differ- 
ent times, at 8 and 11 o'clock at 
night and at 3 o'clock this morning. 
Twenty incendiary bombe were 
dropped.

Up. to 
yesterday the British and French 
units in Italy had been inactive, 
supporting the Italians only with 
their artillery. It is now realized, 
however, that if Venice and the 
plains are to be saved from inva- 
sion, the Allies must adopt more 
aggressive tactics, as Von Below's 
forces already stand leas than seven 
miles from the lowlands north of 
Bassano. Observers look for desper- 
ate fighting in the next few critical 
weeks, with the Italians, French and 
British assuming more and more 
the offensive. 

FRENCH VASTLY SUPERIOR. 

The thing that cheers the Allies 
most is the undoubted superiority of 
the civilized soldier over the bar- 
barians. Yesterday's fighting again 
proved, as it proved at Verdun, that 
the Freneh are vastly superior to 
the Germans as soldiers, and it is 
now becoming evident that the Ital- 
jan disasters have been due largely 
to Teutonic propaganda, rather 
than to Teutonic arms. 

The thrusts of the Hun are no 
longer feared. Permanent principle 
is triumphing over mere material- 
jem. This is the meaning of the 
French victory of yesterday and of 
the Italian victory of today.

SARRAIL’S RECALL DUE

ment of Gen. Maurice Sarralil, com- 

mander of the International Army at 

Salqnica, to France, ls another exam- 

ple of subtle German propaganda. In 

reality Gen. Sarrail’s recall was 

largely in deference to the general's 

own wishes, and had no relation to 

the investigation of pru-German ac- 

tivities in France, it was declared on 
excelient authority today. 

Great indignation has been voiced in 
official French circles at the publi- 
cation of a story attributing treas- 
Onable conduct to Gen. Sarrail, 
among other things charging him 
with the betrayal of Rumania. 

“Kitchen talk” by pro-Germans, 
was the way one distinguisied 
French official characterized it today. 

Gen. Sarrail, it was said, had 
commanded at Salonica two years. 
His army was composed of several 
international elements, which at the 
beginning it was dificult to unify. 
The climate, the terrain, and the 
neglect of centuries caused intoler- 
able unsanitary conditions, and in 
August, 1916, in which month, it 


was charged in the published crit- 
iciam of him, he failed to attack the 
Bulgarians as ordered, 80 that the 
latter might not move against Ru- 
mania. Half of Sarrall’s army was 
sick, and the army itself in no con- 
dition to advance against the enemy. 

At the same time there were prac- 
tically no transport facilities, and 
all physical conditions were adverse 
to an attack.

An Atrplane that Folds Up. 

In storing or sheltéring the usual 
airplane there t# a tremendous 
amonnt of «pace wasted. This ts due 
te the fact that the airplane is 
shaped like a T. with the wings rep- 
resenting the cross stroke, and the 
fuselage the stem. Effictently handled 
the airplane should take up but lit- 
tle more room than the stem or fu- 
selage space. At least, so has the 
storage and sheltering problem 
etruck the British authorities; and 
they have developed airplanes which 
are provided with folding wings. We 
note a type of folding wing seaplane 
which is being used ata naval fiy- 
ine school along the English coast. 
The planes, which are hinged to the 
forwerd part of the fuselage, can be 
swonge back until thev are along- 
side the fuselage. The elevating 
planes, it will be noted, fit in be- 
tween the planes and the struts. 
All in all, the folded seaplane can 
be accommodated well within a 
space of ten feet by thirty feet. in- 
stead of the usual space of forty or 
more feet by thirty feet—([Scientific 
American.

DOLLAR. 

Exposures occasioned by political die- 
Sensions in the State Council of Defense 
have revealed that the conservation of war 
necessities on the part of the people has 
not in all cases been paralleled by those 
intrusted with the expenditure of that great- 
est of all war necessities, the American 
dollar. John Francis Neylan, former chalr- 
man of the State Board of Control, is no 
longer a member of the State Council of 
Defense, having either resigned or been re 
moved, A letter from him to Gov. Stephens 
tendering his resignation on account of al- 
legéd extravagance and mismanagement by 
the Executive Committee passed of its way 
& communication from the Governor to Mr. 
Neylan announcing his removal for attempt 
ing to inject personal politics into the ac- 
tivities of the council. The public és little 
interested in the dispute as to whether Mr. 
Neylan resigned or was removed; but the 
public is highly interested ia the revele 
tions concerning the financial transactions 
of this new State commission created for 
the purpose of conserving, not wasting., the 
resources of California. | 

Mr. Neylan has disclosed that the acting 
head of the State Council of Defense has 
been drawing a salary Of $500 a month ever 
since the council was created and that it 
bas expended since April $37,000 of State 
tax, funds, without results. He further as- 
serts that the council has hot performed a 
single function that ¢oald not have been 
performed by other State departments with- 
out the expenditure of an éxtta 4odllar. 
When the. council wag created its officers 
were supposed to serve without pay. There 
are hundreds of men in the State who have 
performed as arduous labor for the common 
good during the last six months as the act- 
ing chairman of the Council] of Defense and 
they would scorn to accept one dollar for 
their services. Tue Times trusts that Mr. 
Néylan will not confine his to 
the one commission against whom he has 


-& Personal pique, but will extend mem to 


other State departments. A full cofifession 
on his part might effect a saving to the 
State of two or three million dollars a year. 

Disclosures made during the present Con- 
gressional investigations have revealed that 
“General Extravagance” is in command in 3 
humber of Federal departtients. There 
have been too many political appointments, 
with too little consideration of the science 
of war economics. The world War has re 
solved itself into an economic struggle: it 
has been made clear that the German front 
ling can hold until its reserves in the form 
of food and war mMiatérial are cut off. Dol. 
lars are bullets, and Rt is becoming pain- 
fully apparent that millions of missiles are 
fired away blindly ™ this country that 
should be conserved for & place in the dar- 
rage along the Hindenburg line. During its 
first session the Sixty-Ofth Congress appro- 
printed vast sume of moser without any 
adequate idea of the purpose for which it 
was to be expended. Theré was no definite 
war budget and only a vague conception as 
to the Ways in which the money was to be 
used. And to meet this vast expehse a 
Federal tax bill was passed which the ud. 
ministration leaders themselves now admit 
is unintelligible mn many of its parts. 

The United States is perhaps the greatest 
sitigie reservoir of wealth in the world: but 
the major part of that Wealth hes been 
created by a strict adherence to sound busi- 
ness methods. Don't fire until you see the 
whites of their eyes” is literally out of 
Gate; but the admonition of conservation 
which it carries is eterhal. The wealth re- 
sulting from the sober accumulations of a 
century expended by the govérn- 
ment at the rate of $50,000,000 a day. Of 
that sum about $85,000,000 is borrowed 
money. There is a limit to the tating pow- 
er or the borrowing power even of the Amer 
ican government; the necessity for strin- 
gent economy was never more apparent to 


ity. If the War is to be ended other than 
by a “negotiated peace,” which may meas 
a peace without the attainment of the ideals 
for which the American sword was un- 
sheathed, it is incumbent upon the govern- 


living expense a8 great as 
“war and, in addition, to rebuild the 
tutions wrecked by the war and to discharge 
the national debt. 

“Hodverize the dollar” applies alike to 
the governing class and to the governed. 
In addition to the $50,000,000 a day expend- 
ed by the Federal government, other mil- 
lions are being expehded by auxiliary war 
<ounclis. These millions are collected 
through patriotic contribution. Recent in- 
vestigations have revealed that, in some fin- 
stances, as much as 90 per cent of these 
patriotic contributions have been consumed 
in salaries and other overhead expense. Re- 
member that, with dollars, as with bullets, 
a shot that hits is better than a broadside 
that misses. California is one of the great- 
est producers of meat and Wheat in the 
Union; but the patriotic citizens of this 
State submitted cheerfully to a regime of 
meatiess days and wheatless days in order 
to divide their loaf and their steaks with 
needy ones elsewhere. It is not encourag- 
ing to these to learn that 200,000 cars of 
war necessitiés are lying in yards and docks 
in ahd about New York City awaithe bot- 
toms for foreign shipment Too many 
broadsides are going astray. 

“Hooverizing” is a word that has become 
a part of the agli language. It has come 
to stay. It is full of significance and may 
spell fate for this nation. Let us all put 
dur minds on it and do another “bit” by 
insisting that the expenses of government 
are Hoovertzed with the same sincere care 
that we are all applying to our domestic 
affairs.

NDUSTRIAL ACCIDENT COMMISSION. | 
Despite the appliance of safety devices 
and a microscopic inspection of most of the 

places where workmen were employed, the 
fibeal year which closed on July 1 last Year 
was replete with industrial accidents. A 
report just issued by the Industrial Acel- 
dent Commission reveals that there were 
Spprotimately 100,000 industrial injuries in 
California during the year; as there are not 
more than one million industria] workers in 
the State, there was an averace of one 
person injured for each ten employed. It is 
gratifying to note, however, that there were 
but 667 fatal injuries and 1709 permanent 
injuries. Among the fatally injured are in- 
cluded fifty-éeven cases that occurred on 
the high seas; these Were mainiy on ves- 
sels that Were torpedoed by German sub- 
marines. 

Since the creation of an Industrial Acct- 
dent Commission and a State Compensa- 
tion Insurance Commission definite data are 
obtainable as to the number and nature of 
industrial inzurtes in the State, together 
with the gross cost to the employers. Ua- 
der the present State law au employer is 
responsible for thé injury of ah employee 
Without regard to whether the injury was 
the result of contributory negligence. Dur- 
lag the year 94,879 mfured workers were 
awarded $2,398,232 in compensatory dam- 
ages. This includes payment to depend- 
‘ents in case of fatal injuries and to the 
injured persons themselves for permanent 
or temporary injuries. Medical and hos- 
pital payments aggregated $1,109,072; the 
total awards for compensatory damages and 
medical costs were $3,507,304. 

For the protection alike of employer and 
employee the Industrial Accident Commis 
tion conducts a State compensation ineur - 
ance department. This department has 
Proved highly attractive to the employers; 
it now transacts 25 per cent. of the total 
compensation insurance business of the 
State and ite volume of business is more 
than three times that of its nearest private 
competitor. The reason for the popularity 
of the insurance department ts to be found 
in the fact that, while the commission 16 
compelled to charge the same minimum 
rate as that of private insurance companies, 
the excess of the premiums over the actual 
cost of conducting the department is re- 
turned to the policy holders in the form of 
dividends. The insurance fund finds an in- 
crease of 40 per cent. for the fiscal year. It 
has paid in refunds to policy holders about 
$300,000. 

While California has been by a 
plague of commissions during the last six 
years, the Industrial Accident Commission 
has proven an exception to the rule. It has 
been welcomed alike by the employer and 
the employee and will probably become a 
fixture in the government of California. 
The direct, tangible benefit of the commis- 
sion has been that ft established a fixed 
price which an employee should recetve for 
the lose of a thumb, an arm, a leg or for 
permanent injury and which his depend- 
ents shall receive th eise Of fatal Injury. 
Before the creation of thé commission com- 
pensations were generally the subject of 
tedious and costly court litigation; the costs 
of the defendant were often three or fou 
times the amount of the award to the in- 
jured, and the plaintiff's expense not unfre 
quentiy was greater than the jury award. 
This condition is how avoided, and the cal- 
endars of the courts are no longer clotged 
with petty damage sults growing out of 
industrial injuries. 

Farmers, householders and employers of 
casual labor do not come under the provi- 
sions of the Industrial Accident Act except 
by their own election. An excellent com- 
mentary on the successful operation of the 
department is contained in the statement 


that there are at the present time 25,590

mission is tot free from the vice of ex- *

A lifeboat of the regulation sige, 
fully manned and ecuipped, was the 
entry made by the Busch estate.
